Monthly Supply of the Shops Is 45,000 


Gallons While Capacity of Tanks is 
55,000—Compressed Air Plant Will 
Soon be Installed 


Improvements are being''made 
in

pressed air engine, which will be used 
to furnish power to all of the ma- 
chines using the smaller style engine 
of the same kind.

An Ordinance Providing Regulations 
For Junk Dealers and Dealers In 
Second Hand Goods, Wares and 
Merchandise, and Punishing Viola- 
tions of Such Regulations. 


The City Council of the City of 
Reno do,, ordain,:4 
Section 1. Every ^dealer t'n secoSd 
hand goods, wares atfj merchandise. 
other than furniture or books, and 
.every -junk 
dealer, in the City of 
Reno, must before the hour of ten 
(10) o'clock in tho forenoon of each 
and every day, except Sunday, 'deliver 
to the Chief of Police a true report 
in writing, on blank forms .to be 
prescribed by the Chief 
of 
Police, 
setting forth a description of each 
and every article or thing purchased 
by him during the day immediately 
preceding such report, (other 
than 
rags, bottles, sacks, cans, old iron 
hay, rope and paper), and also tire 
name, residence and description of 
the vender thereof, -the amount of 
money paid therefor, and the date 
and hour of the receipt of such arti- 
cle or thing; the'report so made on 
each Monday shall embrace all pur- 
chases made from and after the report 
made on the Saturday preceding. 
Section 2. Every junk dealer an<D 
dealer In second hand goods, wares, 
and merchandise, other than furniture 
or books, must keep for a period of 
fifteen (15) days, subject to inspec- 
tion, all goods, wares and merchan- 
dise purchased by him, before selline 
or disposing of the same. 
Section 3. Blank 
forms for thf 
reports required by this ordinance 
T,-!!l be furnished by the Chief of 
Police on application therefor. 
Section 4. Any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall, for each violation 
thereof, be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by a fine of not les" 
than ten ($10) dollars, nor more than 
one hundred ($100) dollars, or hi 
imprisonment in the City Jail for not 
more than fifty (50) days, or by bot/i 
such fine and imprisonment.
